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A Bolt from the Blue

Steve Hodanish knew it was 
going to be a busy day. It was 
July 26, 1995, the heart of 
thunderstorm season in 
Florida. 

Hodanish, a meteorologist 
with the National Weather 
Service in Melbourne, knew he 
would be spending his after- 
noon shift watching showers 
and thunderstorms form over 
the Florida peninsula. 

He knew that these storms 
would produce ‘torrential 
downpours, strong gusty winds 
and thousands of dangerous 
lightning strikes. Small hail, 
even a tornado, was possible if 


ee 

Hodanish knew, ht to 
expect. After all, he was a vet- 
eran, of Florida’s summer 
weather pattern and a highly 
trained scientist. Mother 
Nature couldn’t surprise him 
anymore. 

“Not only was I surprised by 
what happened,” Hodanish 


weather office originated from 
a thunderstorm 46 miles away. 
It is a weather phenomenon 
called a “bolt from the blue.” 

Simply defined, a bolt from 
-the blue is a lightning bolt that 
strikes in clear sky conditions. 
Yet, there is nothing simple 
about this puos weather fea- 
ture. 

“Tm afraid it is an issue that 
i ill not very understood,” 
said Michael Maier, a meteo- 
rologist at the Kennedy Space 
Center.

More lightning research has 
been conducted at the Kennedy. 
Space Center than anyplace 
else, including Maier’s new 
study of bolts from the blue. 

“These bolts from the blue 
seem to occur more often than 
we originally thought,” he said. 
“It’s actually a little scary.” 

Wħat’s scary about Maier’s 
study is the distance these 
bolts from the blue can travel. 
Maier examined four con- 
firmed cases, including 
Hodanish’s experience last 
summer. 

In each incident, the light- 
ning bolt originated from a 
thunderstorm at least 17 miles 
away from the impact point. “If 
we look real hard, I think we'll 
find cases even more dramat- 
ic,” said Maier. 

So, how far away from a 
thunderstorm is safe enough? 
While bolts from the blue are 
still rare, Maier says a threat 
is present up to 11 miles from 
a Florida thunderstorm. 

Each summer, Florida expe- 
riences thousands of thunder- 
storms that produce millionSof 
lightning bolts. About 80 per- 
cent of all lightning travels 
from one cloud to another. 
Only 20 percent actually strike 
the ground. 

Maier says bolts from the 
blue are rare events, account- 
ing for less than one percent of 
all lightning. Yet, it is a phe- 
nomenon that he feels requires 
more study because, unlike 
most lightning, these bolts 
from the blue arrive with no 
advance warning.

‘A Bolt from the Blue 


weather office originated from 
a thunderstorm 46 miles away. 
It is a weather phenomenon 
called a “bolt from the blue.” 

Simply defined, a bolt from 
the blue is a lightning bolt that 
strikes in clear sky conditions. 
Yet, there is nothing simple 
about this unique weather fea- 
ture. 

“I'm afraid it is an issue that 
is still not very understood,” 
said Michael Maier, a meteo- 
rologist at the Kennedy Space 
Center. 

Perhaps no place on earth 
respects the power of lightning 
more than the Kennedy Space 
Center. Located in the main 
lightning belt of the state, a 
lightning bolt at KSC can have 
a disastrous impact on the 
nation’s space program. 

In 1987, an Atla: entaur 
rocket was hit by lightning 
during take-off and was 
destroyed. A few months later, 
three small rockets were inad- 
vertently launched by a mal- 
function triggered by a light- 
ning bolt. The space shuttle is 
not launched if there is light-

ning in the area. 

More lightning research has 
been conducted at the Kennedy 
Space Center than anyplace 
else, including Maier's new 
study of bolts from the blue. 

“These bolts from the blue 
seem to occur more often than 
we originally thought,” he said. 
“It's actually a little scary.” 

What’s scary about Maier’s 
study is the distance these 
bolts from the blue can travel. 
Maier examined four con- 
firmed cases, including 
Hodanish’s experience last 
summer. 

In each incident, the light- 
ning bolt originated from a 
thunderstorm at least 17 miles 
away from the impact point. “If 
we look real hard, I think we'll 
find cases even more dramat- 
ic,” said Maier. 

So, how far away from a 
thunderstorm is safe enough? 
While bolts from the blue are 
still rare, Maier says a threat 
is present up to 11 miles from 
a Florida thunderstorm. 

Each summer, Florida expe- 
riences thousands of thunder- 
storms that produce millions of 
lightning bolts. About 80 per- 
cent of all lightning travels 
from one cloud to another. 
Only 20 percent actually strike 
the ground. 

Maier says bolts from the 
blue are rare events, account- 
ing for less than one percent of 
all lightning. Yet, it is a phe- 
nomenon that he feels requires 
more study because, unlike 
most lightning, these bolts 
from the blue arrive with no 
advance warning.

Project Safe Place Adds Papa John’s to Site List 


Nine Palm Beach County 
Papa John’s Pizza restaurants 
will now display the diamond 
shaped, yellow and black Safe 
Place logo on the front of their 
stores. By the end of January, 
all the Papa John’s restaurants 
in Palm Beach County will be 
designated Safe Place Sites 
where any young person can 
access immediate help. Safe 
Place is a program that offers 
transportation to a temporary 
safe haven for children and 
teenagers experiencing family 
crisis or other problems. 
Selected neighborhood busi- 
nesses and public sites, such as 
fire stations, create a network 
of “safe places” for youth seek- 
ing help in times of distress. 

When a youth comes to a 


designated Papa John’s loca- 
tion, an employee calls the 
Children’s Home Society of 
Palm Beach and a trained vol- 
unteer is dispatched to the 
store. The volunteer meets 
with the youth, discusses pos- 
sible options and if counseling 
or residential services are nec- 
essary, the youth is taken to 
the Safe Harbor Runaway 
Center. 

Children’s Home Society 
established the Safe Place pro- 
gram in 1987. Since that time 
over 1,200 youth have been 
helped by going to Safe Place 
locations. There are now 152 
Safe Place sites in Palm Beach 
County. In 1995, 134 youth 
were transported to the shelter 
by a Safe Place volunteer. For 


the past few years, Papa 
John’s restaurants in Broward 
County have been participat- 
ing in Project Safe Place. Now, 
nearly 60 stores in three coun- 
ties are involved. 

Project Safe Place is a 
national program established 
in 1983 as an outgrowth of the 
YMCA Center for Youth

If you're retired and dreading tax season, 
you're not alone: Taxes can now take a big bite 
out of even the moderate incomes of many 
retirees who are receiving Social Security. And 
tax planning that includes a charitable contri- 
bution to fight cancer does a lot of good at the 
same time as helping to lower taxes. 

If you have a moderate income in addition to 
your Social Security benefits, current tax laws 
could reduce that income considerably by taxing 
as much as 85 percent of your 1996 Social Secu- 
rity benefits.

Temperament may make learning easy as A, B, C

Gainesville -—- Temperament 
plays a major role in how chil- 
dren learn, says a University 
of Florida researcher who has 
found differences in personali- 
ty type by race, age and gen- 
der. 

Not only do such factors as 
whether children are extro- 
verts or introverts influencé 
their learning styles, but they 
also may ultimately affect stu- 
dent success in the classroom, 
said Thomas Oakland, a UF 
education professor. 

“It’s not unusual for a teach- 
er to tell parents ‘Your son 
doesn’t seem to have many 
friends. Have you eyer consid- 
ered taking him to a psycholo- 
gist to see what’s wrong?” he 
said. “Having one good friend 
is perfectly natural, though, if 


the child is an introvert.” > «u 

_..Oakland designed an easy- 
to-use survey that ineasures 
personality type as defined in a 
popular psychological test for 
adults and administered to 
more than 7,000 children 
nationwide. The students were 
tandomly sampled in propor- 
tion to their numbers in the 
1990 U.S. population census 
for race, age, gender and sec- 
tion of the country in which 
they live. 

Widely used by adults in 
workplaces and educational 
institutions, the Myers-Briggs 
‘Type Indicator explains a per- 
son’s psychological makeup 
‘along four dimensions. 

Extroverts generally get 
information through facts, 
while imaginative people rely 
upon theories. Thinkers make 
decisions with logic, while feel- 
ers use personal, subjective 


standards. Organized people 
like structure in life, while 
flexible ones prefer more free- 
dom. 

“If teachers knew this infor- 
mation, they would know 
which students would benefit 
from class discussions or work- 
ing alone, for example, or short 
assignments as opposed to in- 
depth projects,” Oakland said. 

He believes personality type 
may give clues why some chil- 
dren adjust to school more eas- 
ily than others. Although 
there are many reasons stu- 
dents drop out of school, Oak- 
land found in his study that 
blacks, who have a higher 
drop-out rate than whites, are 
more likely than whites to base 
their decisions ‘thinking’ 
rather than ‘feeling’ styles. 
“Thinkers’ value honesty even if 
it hurts the feelings of others,

A group of local citizens met with an official of the 


the Health Department Dec. 19 to discuss the 
process of housing inspections that have been 
carried out over the past months in the Glades 
area. In addition, the group drafted a letter to 
the Secretaries of the Department of Public 
Health and the Department of Business and 
Professional Regulation that stresses the need 
to improve housing conditions for residents of 
the Glades area. 

According to one of the attendees, most of the 
substandard apartment buildings in the down- 
town areas of South Bay, Belle Glade and Paho- 
kee are regulated by a little-known agency 
called the Department of Business and Profes- 
sional Regulation (DBPR), Division of Hotels 
and Restaurants. 

The DBPR codes are less strict than the 


«Department of Health that regulate “Residen- 


tial Migrant Housing” codes. If a landlord can 
show that the building in question has less than 
five people who migrate out of the area to do 
agricultural work, the building will be licensed 


by DBPR, and not by the more comprehensive , 


regulations of Residential Migrant Housing. 
The problem is confounded further by the fact 
that the term “migrant is interpreted by public 
health in the Glades area to exclude farmwork- 
ers who leave their possessions in their apart- 
ments and pay the rent up when they leave the 
area to follow the crops. By maintaining a domi- 


Only people who abandon the lease on their 
apartments and take all their possessions with 
them are true “migrants,” according to this 
interpretation. Landlords who show that their 
property houses less than five of these 
“migrants” are freed from having to obtain, 
license to operate Residential Migrant Housing, 
and are allowed to obtain their license from 
DBPR, with its weaker regulations. 

In other cities in South Florida (Fort Pierce, 
Immokolee), farmworkers who do the same 
practice of maintaining a “domicile” while they 
migrate to work in the fields are considered 
“migrants,” thus requiring the owners of their 
apartment buildings to obtain a license for Resi- 
dential Migrant Housing. 

Frank Garguilo, District 9 Director of ti} 
Division of Environmental Health for Public 
Health announced at the Dec. 19 meeting that 
his agency plans to perform an additional sur- 
yey in the month of January, 1997, to learn how 
many. residents in the Glades ate‘migrants: The 
survey team will include a Creole speaker, ‘and 
will be conducted during hours that farmwork- 
ers are likely to be at home.

According to Lamme, who

“No longer will these stu- 
dents think of reading as just 
saying words,” Lamme said.

The use of “new media” in 
the classroom is a trend that’s 
growing at a bullet train pace. 
The technology provides the 
opportunities, while the inno- 
vative and creative application 
of this technology generates 
the impact, Lamme said. e 

“You čan find children in 
schools playing games on the 


computer or doing math prob- _ 


lems and word exercises,” she 
said. “But this is no more than 
memorization.” 

“What is truly excitingtis 
when children think about 
what they are reading and 
they learn to be analytical,” 


Internet and e-mail to talk to 
authors, or to discuss books 
with other students from 
around the country, helps open 
these children’s eyes and gives 
them a vision that we can’t

Lamme explained that a Ad 
of elementary school students 
revealed that the least favored 
activity after reading a book 
was to write a book report.

while people with a ‘feeling’ 
orientation are more inclined 
toward harmony, he said. 

Students who are ‘feelers’ 
are more likely to be accepted 
in school than ‘thinkers’ who 
may question authority, Oak- 
land said. “Feelers' are more 
accommodating, and school 
systems, like all systems, pre- 
fer people who are accommo- 
dating,” he said. 

In other study results: 

*Children between ages 
eight and 13 gradually become 
more extroverted. After 13, the 
balance gradually restores, 


with some youths introverts 
and other extroverts. 

“These findings make sense 
because young people in early 
adolescence often turn their 
backs on their families and pay 
more attention to their peers,” 
Oakland said. “That’s what 
extroverts do, they look to oth- 
ers for sources of direction.” 

*Children aged eight to 11 
like more structured lessons, 
while teens. between ages 14 
and 17 prefer greater flexibili- 
ty in how material is present- 
ed. “it’s really quite dramatic 
how children,start out wanting 


their lives to be very organizedy 
and as they become olde: 
become more confident of 
themselves and their environ- 
ment,” Oakland said. “By age 
15 the trend is very distinct. 
They don’t want many rules or 
regulations imposed.” 

*Boys are generally inclined 
toward practical styles and 
girls toward imaginative ones.

Catfish Stocked in South Florida Lakes 


West Palm Beach--The 
Florida Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission (GFC) 
recently stocked 7,600 channel 
catfish in three lakes in Dade, 
Broward, and Palm Beach 
counties. 

The lakes are part of the 
GFC’s Everglades Regional 
urban Fishing Program, 
according to Steve Marshall, A 
GFC fishery biologists who 
heads the program. The catfish 
were all eight inches or longer. 

Marshall said 3,500 were 
stocked in Tropical Park, Mia- 
mi; 2,000 in Caloosa Fish Man- 
agement Area, Boynton Beach; 
and 2,000 in Plantation Her- 


itage Fish Management Area, 
Plantation. 

The Everglades Regional 
Urban Fishing Program is 
implemented by the GFC in 
cooperation with county parks 
and recreation departments, 
according to Marshall. The 
goal is to maximize fishing 
opportunities in lakes easily 
accessible by prban residents. 

Each lake in the program 
benefits from solar powered 
fish feeders, artificial freshwa- 
ter reefs, aerators to provide 
oxygen, and quarterly stock» 
ings of channel catfish. Mar- 
shall said catfish are stocked 
because they are popular, and 


easy to catch. 

A brochure on the Ever- 
glades Regional Urban Fishing 
Program may be obtained at 
the GFC’s Everglades Regional 
Office. 

The GFC’s Everglades 
Regional Urban Fishing Pro- 
gram is funded through the 
Sport Fish Restoration Act. 
Federal funds paid $66,166 or 
75 percent of the program’s 
cost. The money is derived 
from a sales tax on fishing 
tackle, motorboats, fuel, 
trolling motors, and other 
sport fishing equipment. The 
GFC provides 25 percent of the 
funding. £ 


Cool Weather Should Spark Sunshine 
Bass Action 


Cooler weather should bring 
with it good fishing for Sunshine 
Bass in the Lake Osborne chain 
of lakes in Palm Beach County. 

Approximately 15,000 of the 
popular sport fish are stocked 
each year in five lakes within the 
system, according to Frank 
Morello, fisheries biologist with 
the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission (GFC). 

The system includes: Lake 
Osborne in Lake Worth; Lake 
Clarke in Lake Clarke Shores; 
Lake Catherine in Palm Beach 
Gardens; Pine Lake in West 
Palm Beach; and Lake Ida in 
Delray. The GFC started stock- 
ing Sunshines’ in the early 
1970's. 

Every spring the GFC stocks 
fingerlings measuring about one

inch long. Morello said these fish 
will reach 12 inches and weigh 


around a half of a pound by late” 


fall. Sunshines are a hybrid 
resulting from a cross of Salt 
Water Striped Bass and Fresh 
Water White Bass. Morello said 
his GFC biologists have docu- 
mented the presence of seven 
pound Sunshines during sam- 
pling surveys. Local anglers have 
reported catching Sunshines up 
to eight pounds, The average 
Sunshine is around two or three 


Sunshines will often congre- 
gate in constricted flow areas, 
according to Morello. Good spots 
for Sunshines include the 6th 
Avenue Bridge, Lantana Road 
Bridge, and Keller’s Canal 
Bridge, all at Lake Osborne

within John Prince Park in Lake 
Worth. 

Morello suggests-anglers fish 
live or frozen shrimp off the bot- 
tom or ‘use live shad. Sunshines 
can also be taken in open water 
by trolling small deep-running 
artificial lures such as the Shys- 
ter, Little George, or Gay Blade. 

“This is an important fishery,” 
Morello said. “We expect anglers 
to take as many as 3,000 Sun- 
shines this year from Lake 
Osborne alone.”
